Legal Decisions 


TITLE PRESUMED TO FOLLOW POSSESSION 
PIANITLE to property in a certain person, once proved 
| or admitted, is presumed to continue until the con- 
trary appears, but the law presumes that title follows 
the possession of property, and this presumption applies to 
personalty as well as realty. Where A. is shown to have 
been at one time the owner and possessor of property, and 
i 


is proved that subsequently the property is in the pos- 
session of B., and where nothing else appears, the pre- 
sumption of the continuance of the title in A. is rebutted, 
the presumption then being that the title went with the 
property to B Court of Appeals of Georgia, in Haas & 


Howell v. Godby, 125 Southeastern Reporter, 897. 


RECEIPTS AND CONTRACTS 
N the strict legal sense a receipt is merely a written 
| admission of the existence of a fact, either prior to 
or at the date of the receipt. It is prima facie evidence 
of such fact, and when uncontradicted establishes it as a 
natter of law. But, like any other admission, it is not 
conclusive evidence of the fact admitted and may be 
‘plained, modified, or even contradicted by oral evidence. 
But the mere form in which a writing may be drawn, 
the name by which the authors or parties to it may 
lesignate it, do not necessarily determine its character. 
Henee, a writing in the form of a receipt, and so desig- 
ited upon its face, may also embrace the terms of a 
contract, or agreement of the parties, and to that extent 
becomes subject to the general rule that oral evidence 


is not admissible to vary a contract expressed in writing 
Conversely, a deed or other written contract may, and 
usually does, embrace recitals of faet whieh are not con- 
tractual in their nature; and in this regard they may be 
explained or contradicted by oral evidence 

These general principles aré now well established both 
in this and other jurisdictions. Their application, how- 
ever, to the infinite variety of instrument which have 
from time to time come up for consideration, has given 
rise to divergence of view in a number of particulars, 
among the several courts of last resort..Court of Civil 
Appeals of Texas, in Alexander v. Meredith, 262 South- 
western Reporter, 111. 


MAY RATIFY UNAUTHORIZED ACTS OF EITHER

PRINCIPAL may either ratify unauthorized acts or 
A contracts made on his behalf by a mere stranger 
or volunteer who has never been his agent, but who has 
assumed to act as such in the particular transaction, or 
he may ratify the act of one who is his agent for certain 
purposes, but who in the particular transaction acted out- 
side the scope of his authority or after the termination 
of his agency, whereupon the relation of principal and

We are headed for better times. The vast amount 
plumbing and heating equipment already in use is 
ing to require an increasing amount of repair and re- 
ement service. That means that we must increase 


available supply of intelligent plumbing labor. 
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If we wait until the rush comes, we are going to hire 
almost any husky Tom, Dick or Harry, shoot him into 
a pair of overalls, put him to “helping’’ and he will 
remain a “helper” until he gets tired of wrestling radi 
ators and bathtubs Then he will become a half-baked 
boss plumber, tickled silly to make a so-called living 
wage by working 12 to 16 hours daily. Every job that 
he does will be a black eye to the business and a loss 
to the real Boss Plumbers and journeymen. 

Let us organize for progress. Get a school, get one or 
more instructors. Select a group of boys who wish to 
learn the trade, arrange with them to aftend school for 
three or four months for forty-four hours per week. Then 
contract with them to give them employment as ap 
prentices when that intensive study period has expired 

And of course, they will be expected and required to 
attend evening school for the next two or three years 

If we Boss Plumbers will do that and do it right now, 
we will have some apprentices who can cut and thread 
pipe, who will know fittings, valves, pipe, and the hun 
dreds of things which we handle every day by their 
right names and their right sizes. They will know that 
certain things are done for a purpose and not to con 
form to a city ordinance And we will be able to look 
Mr. Woolley right in the eye and say, “Old top, you set 
a hot pace for us, but we're right on your heels and 
looking for more.’’ And Mr. Woolley will deliver.

RASS contains copper and zinc. If you added more copper to 
a brass mixture you would expect the brass to look redder, 
wouldn't you? But it doesn’t always work that way. 


The color changes from copper red at 100 per cent to 90 per 
cent copper, through red gold at about 85 per cent copper, yellow 
gold at 80 per cent, yellow from 75 per cent to 65 per cent, and 
finally back to a buff red below 63 per cent copper.
